This ie effccted by translating tbolr ſaculilt s to 
the desired point, and there making tho necessa- 
ry exeminations, Many inateoces are related 
where pereons, who, while ia that condition bave 
not only visited foreign countries, but actually 
appeared to persons, conversed with them chere, 
and upon returning, ot bringing their minds 
beck, bave described tbe persons they had met 
and spoken to, related thelr conversation, which 
waa afterwards verified by the persons, who 
ized rid VV nae the 
very person y mel, and spoke to in Eorope, 
although they bad never met bodily before. 
Others bave been seen in two different places 
at onc and tbe samo time, as in the case of the
